Fruit Salad With Nuts. 

—Take q slice of pine- 
apple for eucli serving, 
place on each a small 
ball of seasoned cottage 
cheese, or cream cheese 
may he used. Sprinkle 
with llnely nilnced wal- 
nut meats and senr'o 
with a spoonful of rich 
mayonnaise. 
i Another Is prepared with a slice of 
pineapple cut Into ciiJjes; add twelve 
dates and one orange, one sliced ba- 
nana and salad dressing. Cube tho 
pineapple, dates and orange, add these 
to ono-half cupful of walnut meats 
and the banana. * Garnish wltli mar- 
ascblno cherries. Mix well, iidding 
jenough good salad dressing to moisten. 
Serve hi lettuce cups. 

Spiced Walnuts.— Take two cupfuls 
of walnut meats, one cupful of sugar, 
one-fourth of a cupful of water, three- 
;fourthg of a teaspoonfiU of clunaroon. 
iJIlx the sugar and water and boll 
■uiltll it hardens In water. Take from 
the fire, stir In the cinnamon and add 
the- walnuts. .-Stir untU-the.nuts are 
fhorouglily coated with the sirup. 
Spread nn a platter to cool. 

Sponge Cake 'With Cream Filling.— 
Boat the yolks of six eggs until thick 
and light-colored. Gradually beat In 
one cupful of siscar and add one-half 
cupful of holllns water. Flavor with 
a teaspoonful of temon extract and 
gradually beat In one and ono-hnlf cup- 
fuls of pastry flour sifted with two 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder. Bake 
In two layers, put together with cream 
Qlllng and Iced with caramel Icing. 

Cream Filling. — Mix together seven- 
eighths of a cupful of sugar with one- 
tlilrd of n cupful of flour, one-eighth 
of a teaspoonful of salt. Beat the two 
eggs and stir Into the mixture, add 
two cupfuls of scalded milk to the 
Hour and sugar, stirring constantly 
until cooked and thick. Add a table- 
spoonful of butter, cool and flavor 
with 'vanilla. 

Elderberry Pic — Itemove tjie ripe 
fruit from the stems, flll a pastry- 
lined 'shell with the berries, odd a 
little sugar, one tahlespoonful of vin- 
egar and two of flour." Cover with 
strips of pastry or cover as desired 
and bake in a slow oven.

Went Overseas and Took Part In Two 

Major Operations — llllnota Turni 

Tide In His Favor— Election 

Made Unanimous. 

New Orleans, La., Oct, 21.— Mountcrt 
on a flgurutivo "old gray mure," Alvin 
M. Owsley of Denton. Tcs., rode 
through the American Legion hull here 
und was Installed on the platform as 
national commander for tlie fortlicom- 
fng year. Tlie young major outdis- 
tanced his competitors early in tlie 
balloting,, and when the end came was 
more than 300 votes ahead. 

Owsley, who is thlrty-threo years 
old, is one of Uie most popular soldiers 
ever honored with the biggest Job of 
tlie legion. 

A lawyer, Owsley resigned as a dis- 
trict attorney In Tesus at the outbreak 
of the war and recruited a butlullon. 
After serving as division Insurance offi- 
cer and senior instructor for tlie tlilrd 
ofllccrs* training camp at Camp Bowie, 
Tex., he went overseas and took part 
In two major operations. 

Illinois turned the tide of the elec- 
tion. Opposing Owsley were William 
F. Deegan of New York, Joseph 
Thompson of Pennsylvania and John 
M. McCorniIck of Colorado. Each nom- 
ination brought equal cheers, and tlie 
result wns doubtful. The first ten 
states scattered their votes. Then Illi- 
nois was called. The lemler of tiie 
delegates rose and shouted: "Sixty 
votes for Owsler." 

From then on down tlie list the 
votes for Owsley came fast and furi- 
ous, the Soutli voting solidly for the 
young man. TUe final count was : Ows- 
ley, G74; Deegun, 251; Thompson, 
205; McCormlck. 12. 

The other candidates then withdrew 
their names and asked that the elec- 
tion he made unanimous. It was done. 

"Tliere are Just four things tlint the 
legion means to push, Just four things 
that are on our standard," Major 
Owsley said, "They are rehabilitation, 
hospitalization, adjusted compensation 
and Americanization.

Kew York, 'Oct. 23.— A pyromanlac 
n-bo started a blaze Is blamed for tho 
nre which destroyed a Ove-story tene- 
ment at Lexington avenue and One 
tlundred and Tenth street and cost 
llfteen lives.

Seven lives were lost nt a Hro of sim- 
ilar origin on Sept. 27 In West One 
Hundred and NIntli street, near Colum- 
bus avenue. In the Ilrst case, two bahy 
rarrtages were ablaze In different hall- 
n-nys at almost the Bauio minute. 

Blazes In other parts of tho city havo 
been set by tlio same metliod of put- 
ting paper or old rags In baby car- 
rlngea and touching a match to them. 

Tlie fifteen bodies were taken to Bel- 
levue morgue, several so charred as to 
bo unrecognizable. Two bodies were 
reported missing, and the missing and 
tho unldcntlflcd may be tlie same. 

Flames leaping from Uie roof 
alarmed. the neighborhood for blocks in 
all directions before the tenants In the 
bunilng buildings were themselves 
thoroughly roused. Tho fire hiid raged 
Dp tho stair well so swiftly that all 
escape by that route was qut off before 
the sleeping occupants of the building 
knew Uielr danger.
